pino dandy on the Escolta or the Lu- 
neta contents h im self w ith a shirt of 
the tennis order, but insists a lw a y s on 
a bow ler hat.' 
T he Filipino ladles of 
the upper c la s s h a v e a lw a y s dressed 
w ell, but to the n ative plna cloth they 
are now adding nearly every textile 
that London itself know s, and a very 
w ell 
know n M anchester firm 
w hich 
w as established in Manila before the 
w ar does more business in Its drapery 
departm ent titan it form erly did in all 
branches. 
It should be said, however. 
that this change of fashion 
applies 
as y et only to the large cities, and that 
the country is only partially affected,

been begun to send assistance to any

Frenchnu ii were involved, soon be­ 
came known generally and caused a 
sensation here. 
It is believed that s e ­ 
vere measures must be taken to pun­ 
ish the murderers, a step which it is 
felt cannot fail to be approved by the 
powers. 
At the same time an exten­ 
sive military expedition is considered 
injudicious and it is probable that in­ 
stead of such a course, another town 
will he occupied by the French, as was 
Oudja. 
The minister of marine has instruct­

commander of the

ranean squadron to hold two cruisers 
in readiness to depart 
for Morocco. 
He also telegraphed to the captain of 
the cruiser" Forbin now at Azores to 
remain there

Special dispatches from Tangier re­ 
ceived here express the fear that the 
number of Europeans murdered ex­ 
ceeds that first reported. 


SULTAN IS POW ERLESS. 


London Papers Believe T h a t the Pow.

Aug. I.—The morning pa­ 
pers comment .strongly on the state 
of anarchy as revealed by tile massa­ 
cre at Casa Blanca and declare that 
it Is evident that the sultan is power­ 
less to preserve order.

The Algeciras compromise it 
says is worse than useless and the

“It Is impossible to believe,” says

Blanca massacre, that Germany will 
long* r oppose drastic action of this 
kind, and nothing less will meet the 
grave exigencies of the present situa­ 
tion.”
